SPORTS  ROUND-UP 


Ken  Shaw,  Northwestern  State  s 
ace  center  and  pivot  man.  lias  been 
named  as  a  member  of  the  All- 
Conference  Five  in  basketball.  A 
6  foot.  5  inch.  185-pound  junior 
from  Holton.  Indiana.  Shaw  was 
placed  in  the  center  position  by 
the  all-opponent  team  selection  by 
the  coaches  and  players  of  the 
Gulf  States  Conference. 
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He  is  the  Demons"  leading 
scorer  and  ranks  third  in  the  con- 
ference with  a  total  of  498  points 
for  a  game  average  of  15.6  points. 

Bill  Collinsworth.  a  scrappy 
guard  and  clever  ball  handler 
from  Bryceland,  did  his  greatest 
playing  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  season  to  be  named  as  guard 
on  the  second  five  of  the  All-Con- 
ference selection. 

Collinsworth  is  5  feet  9  inches 
and  is  a  sophomore.  He  made  300 
points  for  the  season. 

Receiving  honorable  mention 
for  the  all-GSC  selections  were 
George  Davis,  junior  from  Florien, 
and  James  Thomas,  sophomore 
from  Coushatta. 

Selections  for  the  first  and  sec- 
ond all  conference  basketball  teams 
came  from  six  schools  of  the  con- 
ference. Northwestern  placed  two 
on  the  teams.  Southwestern  two 
(Eddie  McCauley  and  Gilbert  Doz- 
ier).  Southeastern  two  (Dick 
Sharp  and  Dennis  Wagner),  Lou- 
isiana Tech  two  (L.  V.  Norris  and 
Billy  Wiggins  I .  while  McNeese 
provided  Dick  Miller  and  Spring 
Hill   gave  them   Happy  Mahfouz. 

On  the  first  five,  height  has  been 
sacrificed  for  scoring  ability. 
Shaw,  6  feet  .5  inches,  and  Dozier, 
6  feet  3  inches,  are  the  tallest  with 
VIcCauley,  Sharp  and  Miller  reg- 
istering only  5  feet,  10  inches  each, 
y;i\ing  the  team  a  mere  2/5  of  an 
inch  above  the  six  foot  mark  for 
height.
